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History of the Colorado Agricultural College 


The Colorado Agricultural College represents half a century 
developeaent of an ideal for the education of industrial classes and 
the working out of a dream of the pioneers whobelieved tnat aggicul¬ 
ture and industry would clay an increasing part in t ie^ developement 
of our state. 

The College was established in 1870 and has kept pace witjh 
the growing importance of education and the great industries it re¬ 
presents. The first appropriation was mad^ in 1 r ?2 for the buildings 
and improvements of the gr >unds. 

The college was made one of the state instituti one by the cons¬ 
titutional provisions in 1876 . The Stats Board of Agriculture was 
established in 1879.The Board of Trustees was discontinued and the 
BoEEd of Agriculture assigned its duties. The Institution was then 
readyto be&in its great work in the educational world, tea years 
afterthe establishment of the Territorial Assembly and one year after 
the General Assembly accepted the provisions of the Morrill Act of 
QIYm making the College a member of the great National Land Grant 
System. 

Its modest beginning gave little promise of its present work 
in the educational field,, but fron iho first it has been a pioneer in 
vocational education. 

It id difficult now to fealize the tremendous problems that 
confronted the faculty and Board of Agriculture in the early days. 

The Cjllege had to do pioneering work in every line of 
instruction now offered. It developed the first course in mechanical 
engineering in Colorado and was the firct Institution in the nation 
to establish a course in irrigation engineering. Through its engineer¬ 
ing courses it- lead the foundations for the stre tight of its courses 
on other lines. It was the first state Institution to establish a 
department of home economics, and is the only state institution offer¬ 
ing technical courses in varied phases of agriculture characteristic 
of Colorado, in forestry and in veterinary medicine. 

The Hatch Act established an experiment station which was 
accepted In 1889, gave it its first opportunity for carrying on re¬ 
search and Investigational work. Since then this work has been develop¬ 
ed rapidly. 

Buildings came slowly and were always needed badly when they 


came. 

The work of the experiment was extended in 1905 by the accept¬ 
ance of the Adams Act. In 19-06 the campus was extended be three hun¬ 
dred and twenty acres more, also one hundred and sixty acres were 

added to the experiment farm. .. . 

The need of extension work was recognised by our national 
government by the passage of "the Smith Act, which was accepted by our 
own General Assembly in!5l5. Since then our extension department has 
done some vfonderful work. 

In 15‘7 the General Assembly recognized the need oi buildings 
at the several state institutions and provided tor a ten year levy 
to be used for building purposes. The results are new buildings wmch 
may be seen on our campus today. 





History Of the Colorado Agricultural College ((Jont) 


Thriughout Its develcpenent the institution was held stead fast- 
ly to the work assigned to it by the several national acts and to the 
state acts established in the institution and in the training of its 
students has emphasised the importance of high ideals, of character, 
cf' citizenship, high standards of technical proficiency and of public 
service. Prom the beginning the institution has been fortunate in being 
able to call into its service r.nd hold in its employ, men ani womaa 
who are leaders in their specialties. 

The college stands today one of the leading institutions of 
its kind in the inter-mountain region, weftl organized, well equipped, 
with an excellent personnel of instructors, and substantially financed, 
strong in its work and recognized in leadership; a service Institution 
dedicated to ideals of democracy, industry, education and community 
betterment, a builder of character and’ citizenship.

Pew organisation? on the C.A.C. Campus are more deser¬ 
vedly popular than is the Aggie Band* Svery student rally, 
every Important athletio contest, every ceremony of state, 
find? the hand on hand with its matial strains, to cement 
more firmly the bonds that bind Aggie? together,. that fra¬ 
ternal bond known everywhere so well under the name of 
Aggie spirit. Vhile because of it? relation to the military 
training unit it lr organized on the line? of a U.r. Army 
band, it i? neverV elo?e strictly an Aggie organization 
and one in which .every college man and woman, a? well a? 
every townsman takes a good deal of Justifiable pride. 

Th^ College Band is an outgrowth of an old-farhioned 
bugle and drum oorp? which served with the dadet corps in 
the early day?. Impressed with the inadequacy of this form 
of nupic and imbued with the belief that Aggie? should and 
oould have a real band, a group of students who were playing 
in th<? Fort Collin? City Bnnd met in the fall of 1801 and 
laid plans toward this end. prof. Charles Jones, who was 
then a student, was selected to wait upon the faculty and 
secure their permission for its organization. This permis¬ 
sion was granted but with the stipulation that they must 
be able to denonstrote their ability to perfomr in public 
within six weeks. Needier? to say, the boys made good and 
Aggie? have had a band ever since. 

Practice war firrt held in the mechanical building, 
later on in the library. The fir?t leader war Albert 
Bayliss of Orand Junotion, himself a student,-the original 
membership comprising about a dozen men, among them Prof. 

Jones who has been a member of the band contlnously since 
itP organization and who has for many year? served as it? 
business manager. 

In 1908 Vfm. E. Runge, now a well known nueie dealer 
of Fort Collins, became leader which position he filled 
with credit for some ten years, during which time the mem¬ 
bership grew to thirtyeight, and a degree of proficiency 
was attained which gave the band a high rank as a nusical 
organization. This high standard has been continued since 
1917 by its present leader, Dr. la. K. Feldman, who is an 
able conductor, a splendid teacher arid who is held in high 
esteem h> his men. Thus in spite of the constantly chang¬ 
ing personnel which is inevitable in a college organization, 
a band has been mant&ined which has contributed in no 
small measure to the enjoyment and success of our varied 
student enterpriser. 


Beside* it* other achievement* the band har served 
a* a training rohool for student* who ha* a musical 
bant, many of it* Bomber* becoming accomplished 
musician*. For the pact tow year* the band ha* alpo 
eponcored the College Lyoeum cource which has enjoyed a 
revival of interact under it* management. During the praeent 
year two additional entertainment* of high olaes, a ooaic 
opera, Cori Fan Tutte, and a oonoert by fousa, have also 
been rtaged. Within recrnt year* the band ha* taken three 
extenciwe tours over different factions of the ptate which 
have not only been educational and enjoyable to it* member* 
but through them the College ha* been brought into favor¬ 
able light before thousand* of people, especially student* 
in the vaiou* high school*, many of whom have rlnoe become 
or will yet become enthusiastic Aggler.

The Reserve Officers Training Corps 


By Act of Congress, July 2, 1862, the Federal Land Grant Col¬ 
leges are required to teach Military Science and Tactics. 

The course of training at the Colorado Agricultural College 
is that prescribed by the War Department for Field Artillery 
Units of the Senior Division of the Reserve Officers Training 
Corps, as adapted to institutional conditions. 

The first two years, or Basic Course, is required for all men 
physically fit, and familiarizes the student with the care and 
uses of the different types of modern field artillery material and 
qualifies him to properly handle and care for the artillery horse 
and warfare equipment. 

All Juniors and Seniors who elect and are authorized to take 
the Advanced Course work have the opportunity of qualifying 
for commissions as Second Lieutenants in the Organized Re¬ 
serves of our Army. .During this course they receive from the 
Government from $200.00 to $300.00 for the two years. 

All students are provided with uniforms by the U. S. Govern¬ 
ment and at no expense to them.

Benefits from such training are of a dual nature: To the 
student, through physical training, habits of orderliness, obed¬ 
ience and precision, and from a personal realization of respon¬ 
sibility and knowledge gained in organization and leadership; 
to the Government through the increased value of the student to 
his Country in the event of another national emergency.
